CASE FOR THE CORONER. 


Investigation as to the Cause of Ernest 
HMuth’s Death Being Made.

CARROT WILK For EVEN VISIT THE 
FLEET UPON ITS ARRIVAL. 


A Chill Cast on an Enthusiastic Nation by 
the Requirements ofthe Russian Am- 
bassador—The Pope's Italian Affitc- 
tione—Relaticns fo Italy and France— 
Gladstone's Speech at Edinburgh and 
London Comment. 


Paris, Sept. 28.—Itis now announced that 
the sem{i-offictal and official warnings which 
the French Government has received from 
Russia in regard to putting a check upon the 
extra demonstrativeness of the French 
people in connection with the visit of the 
Russian fleet to Toulon are having their 
effect; so much so that a feeling of chilliness 
iscommencing to be felt in oficial circles 
here regarding the whole affair. It was 
originally intended that President Carnot 
should receive the Russian fleet upon its ar- 
rival and that the visit of the Russian sallors 
to Paris should bea perfect triumphal prog- 
ress upon a scale never before attempted in 
the history of the world. At Toulon and in 
Paris receptions of the most gorgeous nature 
were to have been tendered the visiting sail- 
ors, troops were to be turned out on all 
sides, balls and banquets galore were spoken 
of, monuments were to have deen unvelled, 
glowing addresses were to have been made 
and, in a word, nothing was to have been 
left undone to make the visit of the friends 
of France a demonstration of the fact that 
Europe, in case of war, would nd the Rus- 
sian legions and the cohorts of France side 
by side against their common enemies. 

Now, all this had undergone a considerable 
change and seems to be changing more and 
more every day. President Carnot only yes- 
terday was said notto have decided to dis- 
pense entirely with his visit to Toulon; but 
to have curtalled it to a visit of a few hours’ 
duration only,to the Russian squadron alone; 
after which tbe President was to return 
promptly to Paris, thus, it was significantly 
added, doing away with the necessity of the 
Italian Envoy Extraordinary being present. 
Then again, jesterday, the municipal au- 
thorities of Toulon were informed that they 
could not bave the 500,000 francs asked for 
from the Government in order to entertain 
the Russian visitorsand that they must pay 

for any projected entertainment out of the 
city funds. 

This alone robs the approaching visit of 
much ofits charm to Toulon, and the Kus- 
sians will thus at Toulon be the guests of the 
city, and not of the nation, as at first in- 
tended. ‘Tits is also a significant change in 
the French procramme. 

And now to-day the Gauloises says that the 
Russign fleet will not be received by the 
President of the French Republic; but that it 
will be welcomed by Admiral Rieunter, com- 
mander of the naval forces at Toulon; and oy 
Gen. Borieus,in command of the military 
forces at the port mentione . It is added, 
bowever, the Gaulois says, that on the de- 
parture ofthe Kussian visitors from Paris. 
President Carnot will announce to the Kus- 
sian officers his intention of paying them a 
return visit to Toulon soon alter their return 
to their ships. 

The Gaulois is not alone in stating that 
President Carnot has reconsidered his deter- 
mination to welcome the Russians at Toulon; 
several other newspapers to-day make the 
same announcement and also touch upon 
several other points in the programme which 
have been considerably modified, owing to 
iutimations from the highest quarters that 
they would prove too demonstrative. In all 
these changes of programme and carbing of 
demonstrativeness of the French nation, the 
hand of Baron de Mohrenbeim, the Russian 
Ambassador to France, is plainiy visible. In- 
deed, it is intimated that the Russian diplo- 
matic agent has plainly influenced tie 
French Government, that jlans for ali 
receptions to be given to the Russian 
sallors must be submitted to the Russian 
Embassy, and that they must be subject to 
any woulfication which the Russian Ambas- 
sador may consider advisable in order not to 
give offense to neighboring nations. In de- 
fault of these modifications being agreed to 
it tis hinted there isa possibility that tiie 
Russian fleet may be unadle to visit Toulon 
asat first intended. With this possibility 
of disappointment staring them in the face 
the French Government as thought it wise 
to bowin everythingto the wishes of the 
Russian Ambassador, Who may now be sald 
to have the direction of demonstrations given 
in honor of France's distinguished visftors. 

All this has cast a chill over Fance and has 
given much satisfaction to neighboring na- 
tions, for it has plainly indicated the fact 
that France cannot rely to any great degree 
upon the friendship of Russia, and that this 
friendsiuip is based upon the understanding 
that Russia is to do as she pleases but that 
France must follow the guidance of Russia if 
she desires the latter to remain her friend.

‘Train Robber Hedgepéth Fights in 
Vain for Delay. ! 


Judge Green Ignores His Pleas and 
Orders the Case to Proceed. 


HEDGEPETH REFUSES TO ACOERPT THE 
PRIVILEGES OF A DEFENDART. 


The Jury Impaneled e Obj-ction 
on His Part—Judge Laughlin Makes a 
Statement of the Case for the Provecu- 
tion— Witnesses Who Were Examined 
To-Day. 


ST. CHARLES, Mo., Sept. 28.—Judge Green 
to-day insisted upon the Hedgepeth case be- 
ing tried. The court was convened at 9 
o’clock and the case was called. Hedgepeth 
was there with his wife, but had no attorney 
to , represent bim. He asked the court 
to give him time to procure counsel and get 
his witnesses here. Judge Green told him 
that ample time had been allowed and that 
the court was not for the convenience 
of Mr. McDonald alone. A recess 
was taken, however, until after 10 
o’ciock to await the late train which 
might bring Marshall McDonald. But 
Mr. McDonald Aid not come 
and Judge Green then tol4 the Sheriff to call 
jurymen, which was done, and the case 
fairly started. 

HEDGEPETH PROTESTS. 

Attorney Mudd questioned the various jury - 
men as they were called but Hedgepeth, in 
each case, said that he was protesting 
against the whole affair, and had no 
questions to ask of any one. Judge Henry 
D. Laughlin assisted Attorney Mudd. 


Marion Hedgepeth. 

The attorneys forthe State in the Hedge- 
peth case challenged their dozen jurymen, 
and Judge Green told the train robber that it 
was his privilege to challenge twelve men on 
the list. He said he did not care to object to 
any of them, so the first twelve were taken. 

The jury selected was as follows: Andrew 
Merchans, H. G. Saucier, J. H. Brown, ar 
Langstadt, Wm. Stillmeler, George Ferber, 
Abraham Ruangil, J. P. Miller, J. F. Stewart, 
J. N. Howell, A. Hafner, Wm. Pfarr. 

Judge Laughlin made the opening address 
for the prosecution and told briefly how the 
train robbers on Nov. 1, 1891, boarded the 
Frisco train and climbed over the tender of 
the engine and made the engineer, 
at the point of a pistol, stop his 
locomotive and walk back to the express 
car. Then he told how the express car was 
blown open and the safe robbed of about 
$16,000 in money beside some other valuables. 
After thastory of the robbery Judge Laugh 
lin went on to tell about how the robbers 
were traced from the little house on Swan 
avenue in St. Louls to San Fran- 
cisco, Where Mrs. Hedgepeth was arrested 
and afterwards Hedgepeth himself, who was 
always considered the teader of the gang. 
Hedge pet h was an interested listener to Judge 
Laughlin's arraignment and gave no sign 
except an occasional glance at iet of De- 
tectives Desmond. Hedgepeth had no argu- 
ments to make and did not even ask fora 
separation of the witnesses, 

THE FIRST WITNESS, 

Jacob Gradwahl, Salesman for the Strauss- 
Emerich Outfitting Co. of St. Louis, was the 
first witness. He toldthe story of the pur- 
chase of furniture,

Mrs, Amanda Robyn told 
about Slye and Wilson taking a room at her 
house and of Hedgepeth’s visits to them, 
Miss Robyn and Mrs. Lane were also called 
to testify, and Hedgepeth, as usual, declined 
to question the witnesses. Court took a 
recess of an hour at 12:15 o’cloek. 


At 1-20 court agaln convened and the taking 
of testimony was resumed.

DYNAMITE CONSPIRACY. 


Sergt. Fox thinks 


Chicago Anarchists Connected With the 
Viennese Dynamiliards. 


VIENNA, Sept. 28.—The Austrian police to- 
day say that investigation shows that 
the dynamitards arrested intended to 
smuggle a quantity of dynamite into 
the underground portion of the Reichs- 
rath, and when that body met on Oct. 10, to 
blow the Reichsrath sky high and inspire 
terror in the hearts of the enemies 
of the independent group of s0- 
clalists, to which the men arrested 
belonged. The Reichsrath of the west- 
ern part or the monarchy 
consists of the Upper and Low. 
er Houses; the Upper House 
(Herrenhaus) is. formed of the 
Princes of the imperial family, whe are of 
age, and seconaly of a number of nobles. 
(sixty-elght in the present Reichsrath), in 
whose families by nomination of the 
EmpeSor the dignity is hereditary; third, of 
the archbishops, say teninall; and fourth, 
of any other life members nominated by the 
Emperoron account of being distinguished 
inart, science or inthe church or State, 
about 138 in all. 

The lower house consists of about 353 mem. 
bers, elected partly directly by votes of the 
citizens. Some 600 persons would have been 
hurled into eternity on Oct. 10 had the police 
raided the house on Siebenbrunner strasse 
on Sept. 23. 

But the Reichsrath was not the only bulld- 
ing the Anarchists intended to blow up on 
Oct. 10; they had their plans also fully pre- 
pared to blow up the Town Hall. Ip this 
building over 1,000 would have deen de- 
stroyed. 

Even this was not the fall extefit of the 
terrible conspiracy discovered. A number of 
other impogsfant buildings on the Ring 
Strasse, one of the finest streets in Europe, 
were doomed to destruction.

KINGLET UMTASGA. 


A South African Chief Who Is Always 
Either Drinking of Drunk. 


From South Africa. 

I have just profited by a holiday to pay a 
visit to the Chief Umtassa, or rather the 
Kinglet Umtassa, as the official dispatches 
all him. The country belongs to him and 
the Chartered Oo. gives him a yearly present 
of $100, and this $100 present was just 
due. It is almost impossibie to cet a glimpse 
of Umtassa, partly because he is such a very 
important person—in his own eyes—but 
chiefly because his life has only three phases: 

ing to drink, drinking, and being very 

runk, indeed. ‘It is extremely difficult to 
cateh him in the first of these phases. *.* * 

We were shown into a ‘‘reception nüt. 
into which we crawled almost upon our 
hands and knees, and we seated ourselves 
upon mats, prepared to walt an In:tefinite 
time; for the chic of a native chief, like that 
ofa smart dentist, is to keep one waiting as 
long as possible. After about half an hour we 
began to clamor, and then we left the hut and 
began to wander about the kraal, a proceed- 
ing which the natives greatly objected to, 
and before we had gone far an Indian came 
to say that Umtassa was coming and had 
sent a present of Kaffir r. do We scram- 
bied back and sat outside the stuffy hut and 
waited. 

At last a sort of procession came winding 
down amongthe rocks, some of the natives 
wearing a snuff box and a catskin, others 
draped ina bianket, a la Julius Cesar, but 
none of them carrying any sort of weapon, 
with the exception of a big native, who car- 
ried Umtasga’s knobkerrie and his battle ax. 
After this Usher of the Black Rod came Um- 
tassa, draped ina blue and white toga, with 
a blue and white cap on his head. 

Much to our surprise, he turned out to be a 
very imposing: looking. personage. In spite 
of his excessive dirt, he certainly possesses 
what is called le grand air, which I take to 
be produced by a complete satisfaction of 
one’s selfand one’s surroundings, and nota 
little contempt for the rest of the world. 
Well, our friend, Umtassa, gave each of usa 
very grimy hand to shake, and really one 
might have planted a mealie fela under 
each Ofhis nails. He then sat down on his 
Rien, With all his people grouped around 

and his induna told our interpreter 
gaat ne he — 2 speak.

Last week Elizabeth Bergin sued the Grand 
Lodge A. O. U. W. for a $2,000 certificate on 
the life of M. J. Bergin. The answer of the 
Grand Lodge was filed to-day. Ber- 
gin was a member of Putnam Lodze, 
but the Grand Lodge gays that 
he was not in good standing, having been 
suspended for non-gayment of assessments, 
and consequentiy was not entitied to 
benefits. 

Another and very interesting objection ts 
made to paying the certificate. The answer 
says that Bergin, while a member of the or- 
der, did, on Feb. 22, 1892, *‘unlawfully, will- 
fully and feloniously make assault on the 
person of ——, and in lawfal defense the said 
— struck sald Bergin and wounded 
him, | ag th the effects of which he 


died on Feb. 1892; that said death of said 
Bergin was the result of injuries received 
while violating the laws of the land; where- 
fore defendant states that the benefit certifi- 
cute sued on became void, and it would be 
a ua int 2 policy to allow any recovery 
to be ma e upon his benefit certificate sued 
on. 

The records of the Coroner’s office show 
that at the Inquest held on Bergin's body in 
February, 1892, a verdict was returned that 
he died of concussion of the brain, the result 
of an accidental fall. Geo. Weigel, a fireman 
stationed at Enzine-house No. 23, testified 
that on the evening of Feb. 22, he and Wm. 

Farley's saioon at 
street and saw 
over the cigar 
stand and reported the matter to the pro- 
rietor. The latter sent out his barkeeper to 
nvestigate and the barkeeper called 
back that the man was lying 
on the avement. Weigel testified 
that he and Simms went out and saw Bergin 
on his back on the pavement, unconscious and 
with Dlood streaming from his nose and ears. 
V elgel testified that there were no evidences 
ofafixht. Simms said it was he. and not the 
barkeeper, who ecalied back that the man 
was on the sidewalk. Otherwise his testi- 
mony agreed with that of Weigel. 

Mrs. Bergin testified at the inquest that her 
husband was not subject to tts or fainting 
spells, as far as she knew. 


Wants a Receiver. 


R. C. Sneed broucht suit yesterday 
against the Annuity Loan and Savings Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis and Joseph E. McGinnis, 
E. S. Guignon, J. W. Darst and eight others. 
The association has its office in the Wain- 
wright Building. The petitioner says that he, 
with the gentiemen named as defendants 
subscribed $75,000 at the incorporation of the 
association asa guaranty for the payment of 
all its Habllities. Kach of them, with an e«x- 
ception ortwo, put up his promissory note 
for one-half the face of his subscription, se- 
cured by steck of class 4“ as collateral. 
then for value the corporation on March 
16, 1898, delivered to plaintifvgf, he avers 
two 31,000 certificates. with ‘semi-annual 
interest coupons for $30 each. Ihe first of 
said coupons became due on Sept. 16, yet 
when plaintiff presented them at the bank of 
the association (the German American) pay- 
ment was refused, he alleges. 

Plaintiff then states that at a meeting of 
the association, the Board of Directors voted 
to wind up the business of the concern; but 

laintif? protested and still protests, because 
fr the association stops, it Won't be able to 
earn any money to pay the plainti® his two 
bonds. Ile alleges that in carrying out this 
resolution, the directors are dissipating the 
trust fund, and he wants a fTeceiver ap- 
pointed to take charge of the securities of 
the corporation and pay its debts, etc. 


The Merchants’ Echool Tex. 

The ‘‘merchants’ school tax’’ case came 
up in No. 2 this morning, Judge Withrow 
presiding, r. Stark, attorney for the School 
Board, filed a motion made by Attorney-Gen- 


eral Walker to discuss the case and discharge 
the order heretofore made to show cause. 

Mr. Bell forthe petitioners promptly ob- 
jected. Hesail thatthe case was none of 
Attorney-General Walker’s business, any 
more than it was John Smith’s. The matter 
will come up before Judge Fisher. 
next Monday. and he suggested that in view 
of the short time until then, no order be 
made to-day. This was the Dietrict-Attor- 
ney’s suit, and the Attorney General cer- 
tainly has no control over the District Attor- 
ney.

such legislation was within the power of the 
city, but denying that the ordinance was any 
ractical good to the coal buyer, as the 
ickets, he held, afforded him no security as 
to his weights. He had ample security on 
the weigher’s bond for any false statement 
which a weigher might make, 

Mr. Marsball, for the city, said that he had 
seen the petition only this morning and he 
would flea demurrer. This. was an attempt 
to transfer a Criminal Court case into 
the Civil Court. The petitioners could 
test the case by refusing to comply with it, 
and they could take the case to the Supreme 
Court if they desired. He said that there was 
no meritinthe action. Notemporary relief 
was asked for and no irreparable injury was 
alleged as likely to result from the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance. 

Mr. Bell thought that the threatened en- 
forcement of the ordinance by the police on 
Oct. l afforded reason for some haste; but 
Judge Withrow was inclined to let the mat- 
ter go Over untilgnext week, when No. 2 
would be regularly in session, and bis sug- 
gestion was assented to.

County, sought to break McKnight’s will. 
Scott's wife was a niece of MeKnight’s 
and ner father, William McKnight, | 
John MecKnight’s brother, would have 
inherited the major portion of John e- 
Knight’s estate, which amounted to about 
520.000. In his will John McKnight left his 
entire estate with the exception of some 
legacies to his widow, who. is still 
living. William MeKnight, Scott's father- 
in-law, was left about $18,000. John Me- 
Knight had no children, The William 
McKnight family were at first | 
well satisfied with the provisions of the will. 
Wm. McKnight owned in his own righta 
farm of eighty acres, situated on the St. 
Louis, Kansas Oity 4 Colorado Raliroad 
about a mille west of Clayton. 
Some time after John McKnight’s death, 
however, contest proceedings were insti- 
tuted, in which Scott, it is alleged, took an 


active part. The suit resulted in the will 
being sustained, 


CAUSED IT At. 

Mr. Green was Mrs. McKnight’s attorney 
and in making bis speech before the jury in 
defending the case, he severely scored the 
contesting heirs, Scott coming in 
for a good share of the scorching. 


Scott has never survived the effects of the 
defeat, which he attributed to the part taken 
in the case by Green. A short time after the 
case was decided scott assaulted Mr. Green 
at Thirteenth and Market streets, the attor- 

nev being compelled to take refuge in the old 
mill which used to stand on that corner. 


THE THIRD ATTACK. 
The attack of yesterday, according to Scott’s 
admissions, isthe third made on Mr. Green 


since the lawsuit. The number might have 
been greateronly that Mr. Green made ita 
pointto avoid crossing Scott’s th. The 
attorney has never prosecuted Scott, stating 
that be does not regard scott as responsible 
for his actions. 

Mr. Green, whd tg 72 years old, and of 
slight build, related to Judge Morris to- Hay 
the facts regarding — encounter yesterday.

A PREJUDGED CASE. 


Barker of Boston Believes a Suit Is 
Blackmail and Wil! Try It to Find Out. 
Boston, Sept. 28.—The injunction laid upon 

the newspapers by Judge Barker of the su- 

preme Court yesterday forbidding any re- 
port or comment on the breach of promise 
case of Van Houten vs. Morse, was obeyei, 
andthe morning papers to-day contain no 
report of the case. 

Judge Barker's action is the talk of the 


town. Among the lawyers it is believed that 
there has deen an understanding among the 
justices of the courts to prevent publication 
of testimony in pending cases. 

Judge Barker has been on the Supreme 
bench two years, daving been promoted from 
the Superior Court by Gov. Russell in July, 
1891, to fillthe vacancy caused by the death 
of Justice William Allen. He is a Republi- 
can. He served in the “tate Legislature asa 
representative from Pittsfield. In 1880 he 
was selected as a delegate tothe National 
Republican Convention. One who Is identified 
with the case says the reason for the Judge’s 
action is that it is suspected that the case is 
one of blackmail against Mr. Morse, who is 
an ex- State Senator.

DID For SAY HE WANTED THE MONEY 
FOR SECRET SERVIC3, 


Claim He Intended to 


Neither Did He 


An Unprecedented Condition—Prcba- 
bility That the Law Estab‘ishing ths 
Fund Will Be Changed. 


The city charter makes no provision for the 
Mayor’s contingent fund. It is not alluded 
to in either directly or indirectly and was 
never contemplated by theframers of the 
charter. It appears to have been an 
afterthought of the Municipal Assem- 
biy, and at present there are 
only two sections of the revised ordinances 
which bear on thisfund. They are vague in 
the extreme and simply provide fora fund 
for the Mayor to be used for “secret service“ 
purposes and to assist and remove pau- 


pers“ from the city. 
The charter gives the Assembly the right to 
appropriate money for all legitimate pur- 


poses 

If the money approprlated for the Mayor’s 
contingent fund is used ‘‘legitimately’’ by 
him, itis according to warrant of law, but 
if it is diverted to any other purposes than 
those specifiea, viz,, Secret service and 
assistinw and removing paupers,’’ it is put to 
an illegitimate use and neither the Assembly 
has any right to appropriate northe ayor 
to use the people’s money for such a fund, 

HE MUST SPECIFY. 
Sec. 958 of the Revised Ordinances of 1893 is 


as follows: 

„For expenditures on account of secret 
service, asSisting and removal of paupers 
the Mayor shall draw his requisition on the 


Auditor, approved by the Comptroller, and 
the Auditor shall thereupon draw his war- 
rant on the Treasurer for the amount re- 
quired and charge the same to, the appropri- 
ation for contingent expenses.’ 

It will be seen that this section clearly pro- 
vides that the Mayor shall draw Nils ‘‘requisi- 
tion“ on the Auditor for ‘‘specifiic purposes“ 
and this requisition shall be approved by the 
Comptrolier. 

The way in which Mayor Walbridge has 
drawn upon the fund will be seen by the fol- 
lowing copy of his last requisition, which, by 
the way, was for only $750, he having already 
drawn nearly $9,000 during a period of forty- 
Six days in June and July:

but the Comptroller must take cognizance of 
the fact that the money is to be used for the 
purposes specified in that section. 

Mayor Walbridge, however, avoided com- 
mitting himself to a specific statement as to 
the use for which he intended the money. 


WHAT THE COUKSELOR HOLDS. 
The City Counselor holds that the Comp- 
troller has no discretionary power of ap- 
provalinthecase. He must approve, or the

such should be repealed, It was clearly in- 
tendea, from its terms, that the Mayor 
should draw on this fund from time to time 
as the exigencies of the case demanded, and 
certainly no member of the present assem- 
biy wil contend that his pre lecessors 
intended the Mayor should take the bulk of 
this funda from the City Treasury 
atone fell swoop and deposit it in bank to 
his individual credit, where he could loan it 
out or otherwise dispose of it as he saw ft. 

The fund was created for a specific pur. 
pose and when the Mayor refuses to apply it 
to that purpose he is not only violating this 
law, but also his own car of office. 

When it is devoted to any other purpose it 
has been iliegitimately drawn and illegally 
appropriated. 

PUT IN A PRIVATE BANK. 

It is well known thatthe Mayor has placed 

a part of this fund to his creditina private 


bank. 

This certainly was never intended. 

The city draws interestonall its deposits, 
and the Mayor deprives it of Just so much in- 
terest by drawing out this money when itis 
not actually needed. 

In forty-six days Mayor Walbridge drew 
out $8,875. 

Did heuse this large amount for secret 
service or for the removal of paupers? 

He says he III not discuss 
the subject.“ Then he leaves the 
public to infer, and no sane man can see why 
nearly $9,000 was needed last summer for 
**secret services“ forthe benefit of the city, 
and as for paupers the only considerabie 
namber removed werethe indigent miners, 
and for their transportation a special appro- 
priation is now asked. 

He does not intend to use it exclusively for 
the removal of paupers, else why 
does he not pay the rallroad 
hills now due and for the 
payment of which the credit of the city was 
pledged. He cannot say he hasn't the monoy 
on hand, because there is 11.875 to the credit 
ofthe — 1 fund in the city treasury, de- 
sides what ne may have in bank to his creuit 
as Mayor. Whena position like this is as- 
summed by the Mayor, and there is no 
remedy, it is time for the Municipal Assem- 
biy torepeal the ordinance which created 
such a dubious and apparently useless fung.

A DISAPPOINTMENT. 


The bill now before the Assembly ap- 
propriating §1,062 to pay the railroad com- 
panies for taking the stranded Colorado 
miners out of town last summer is really, 
though indirectly, a bill to add that much 
to the Mayor’s secret contingent fund.

The refusal of the Mayor to pay the rail- 
roads out of it is truly extraordinary. But 
it takes one’s breath away when Council- 
men, elected for their supposed special 
qualifications as sturdy defenders of hon- 
esty and economy, meekly submit to his 
exactions without publicly calling upon 
him for an explanation. Why does he re- 
fuse? Is the fund exhausted? If so, what 
extraordinary drafts have been made upon 
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tors will take the cus. ‘ Carmase’s 
Quay and others who are quick to see the 
practical value ot an idea will employ the 
same tactics to head off the revenue reform 
movement and deprive the people of the 
fruite of their victory.

With this programme the minority can 
make itself supreme.

THE MISSING ALVo. 


One of Mer Lifsboa's Picked Up in Bad 
Condition. 

New York, Sept. 28.—Capt. Legoe of the 
steamship Janson, which arrived at her pier 
this morning from Jamaica, described mi- 
nutely the circumstances of the discovery of 
the Alvo’s lifeboat. 

On Saturilay, Sept. 16, he said, at 10:30 
DP. m., while in latitude 32 deg. 8 min., longi- 
tude 73 deg. 55 min., the look-out discovered 


anempty lifeboat. I 1 the ship and 
sent one of my own oats after the craft 
and it was brought to the vessel. Careful 
examination was made of the boat. We 
learned that she was one of the Alvo’s life- 
boats, tangied in the life lines of which were 
two bits of a man’s suspender. One of the 
air boxes in the bow was washed out and two 
of her thwarts were gone. 

**In the bow were two circalar holes each 
about six inches in diameter. These orifices 
were clean cut and had evidently been 
punched by some sharp inst rument, probably 
one of the Alvo’s masts. On tiie edges ofthe 
holes were patches of red paint, which I un- 
derstand is used in coatingthe Atlas Line’s 
steamers’ spars. Theside of the boat was 
somewhat battered, evidently the result ofa 
collision with heavy wreckage. When we 
found the boat, however, all the wreckage 
had vanished. The craft was surrounded by 
including sharks, 
This would indicate that food of some sort 
had recently been floating in it. I feel cer- 
tain that none ofthe occupants could have 
been saved. The holes were so large that to 
keep hes ary by balling must have been im- 
possible.

HOW LAND INCREASES IN VALUE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C. Sept. 28.—A bill intro- 
duced the other day by Representative Hol- 
man of Indiana not omly recalls an excitiug 
episode in the history of the House, but it 
lilustrates the fact that an appropriation 
bill, even when passed and approved, does 
not always effect the settlement of a claim, 
In this particular case the claim has been 


covered in two appropriation bills, and still 
itis unsettied. In the bill referred to Mr. 
Holman provides an appropriation of $50,000 
for the purchase of the Fort Brown lilitary 
Reservation, Texas, and to extinguisi all 
claims fcr the use and occupation of said 
reservation, 

The claim had itsorigin inthe war with 
Mexico, when Gen. Tayior took possession of 
the territory in question for military pur- 
poses. It was located upon the Rio Grande 
River and the treaty of Guadaloupe Hidalgo 
left Fort Brown withinthe domain of the 
United States, At that time there was no 
improvement on or near the land and it was 
practically valueless. 

Subsequently the town of Brownsville 
sprung up adjacent to the fort, and in 1853 
proceedings were begun by Gen, P. F. Smith, 
under direction of the Secretary of War, to 
condemn tue land -for Government § pur- 
yn On the 2th of November, 1853, 

a jury assessed the value ofthe property at 
$50,000. Twenty-six years later a judgment 
nunc pro tune was entered on this finding, in 
the absence of anyone to represent the United 
States. Astothe value of the land atthe 
time the assessment was made Gen. Rey- 
nolds said. Lou could buy large tracts of 
land there by paying $i a head for the stock 
they threw the land in.

Wasuineton, D. O., Sept. 28.—The Com- 
mittee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries, 
presided over by Chairmau Fithian of In- 
nols, seems likely to rival the Committee on 
Ways and Means inthe importance of its de- 
liberations over certain legislation to be 
brought before the present Congress. One 
of the questions connected with the tariff is 
that admitting to American registry vessels 


built in foreign couniries. There is now 
pending before the committee a Dill, intro- 
duced by Ohairman Fithian, providing that 
vessels purchased and built in foreign coun 
tries may be admitted to American registry 
at any portofentry of the United States, 
providing such vessels are not to be used in 
coastwise trade.

E. J., better known as Lucky“ Baldwin, 
the noted California millionaire turftman, has 
become disgusted with the mannerin which 
the gambling element has gained control of 
the turf,and unless a change of policy is inaa- | 
gurated by the end of next season he will re- | 
tire and confine himself to breeding exclu- 
sively. Baldwin’s famous dlack and red 
Maltese cross colors are known to almost | 
every turfite in the country and they have 
been carried to the front by such noted cam- 1 
paigners as Volante, Silver Cloud, Lucky B., 
Emperor of Norfolk, Los Angeles, Santiago 
and Santa Anna. The great colored jockey, 
Isaac Murphy, when in his prime rode for 
Bald win's stable. 

Speaking of the conclusion he has reached, 
Mr. Baldwin, who is aow racing his Santa 
Anita stable at Latonta, said: *‘After twenty 
yoars on the tarf, it would seem that I am 
about to be chased out of the business. It 18 
this policy of giving so many short races that 
is playing havoc with racing. ‘This fact dem- 
onstrates conclusively that the managers of 
race tracks nowdays caterto the owners of 
low grade horses. The conditions of the 
races are made at ali the tracks now in such 
a way as to put a premium on this class of 
performers. An owner is actually better off 
with a stable of selling skates than he is with 
a string of first-class racers, for the simple 
reason that the conditions of nearly all the 


plater variety, High class horses have to 
stay in their stalls, because there are no 
suitable races for them to run in. How often 
do Yo Tambien, Maid Marian and that class 
of fiyers get a chance to run? Not very 
often, do they? I believe the race-going pub- 
lic would rather see one race ata mile and a 
quarter or a mile and an eighth between 
good horses than they would a hbalf dozen 
sprint races between selling dogs. I don’t 
think there should be any races shorter than 
seven-elzhths of a mile for anything but 
2-year-olds. Let them arrange their cards so 
as to attract the best horses on the track in- 
stead of the worst. This would have a ten- 
Gency to purify the turf. Above all the evil 
of owners racing their own horses on tracks 
they own and control should be eradicated. 

You can count the tracks on the fingers of 
one hand where this state of affairs does not 
exist. What chance has an outsider got 
with his horse running against horses owned 
and controlled by men whoown and control 
the track and track employes? Isn't he 
badly handicapped at the outset? The 
starter and the handicapper at the track are 
in their employ; Isn’tit natural that they 
snould favor the men to whom they owe their 
bread and butter? Certainly itis. How vasy 
itis fora starter to give a horse the race 
with the fag. He can let it oft in front, and 
then it it is only as good as those behind it 
will have enough advantage to make it a 
winner. In the handicapping is where un- 

ust discrimination is made. Naturally the 

andicapper will favor the mento whom he 
owes his position, and when it comes to dis- 
tributing weight be can put on such weight 
as will insure his employer’s horse a 
victory. lcontendthattrack owners should 
not be allowed to run horses over tracks that 
they own or control. I a'so contend that 
bookmakers should not be allowed to run a 
stable of horses. While I could not prove it, 
I am almost sure that there are any number 
of jockeys owned and controlled by book- 
makers. It is my idea to do away with Hook 
makers entirely. Abolish them and the turf 
will be better off. 

**Betting in the books isn’t the only way to 
gamble on races. WhatI would like to see is 
the Dookmakers abolished and auction pools 
and Paris mutual re-established. Then let 
the public make its ohen favorite. Beaten al- 
lowances should also be abolished. They offer 
premiums for owners to pull their horses. It 
is all wrong. Owners have it in their own 
hands to compel the tracks to adopt reform 
measures. If they would form a national as- 
sociation they could insist on their rights. 
In union there would be strength. The 
would not have to race anywhere unless they 
were given a fair and square deal.’
